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INTRODUCTION: 


This biography is an excerpt from a book written by 
“Sheikh Turki Al-Binali” about the life of Sheikh Abu 
Muhammad Al-Adnani, in which he mentioned the 
most important stages of the Sheikh's life. 

We added a conclusion to complete the events that 
took place after the book was published until the 
martyrdom of the Sheikh. 

May Allah have mercy on our beloved Sheikhs; 
“Turki Al-Banali” and “Abu Muhamed Al-Adnani”. 
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Taha Sobhi Falaha known by his nickname “Abu Muhamed Al- 
Adnani” was born in 1977 in Binnish, Idlib. The Sheikh grew up 
with a love for mosques and frequently visited them. His hobby 
since childhood was reading and studying. Even when his family 
wanted to buy him gifts, they would only bring him stories and 
booklets, knowing of his intense passion for them and his 
preference for them over children's toys. Thus, he gained a 
general culture from a young age, as he read everything that 
came into his hands, including books on language, philosophy, 
and more. Until he was fortunate enough to join a Quran circle, 
he began reading under one of the reciters, then he aimed to 
memorize the Book of Allah Almighty, completing his 
memorization perfectly in less than a year. The Sheikh's 
enthusiasm for reading shifted from general knowledge to 
specific studies in Islamic sciences, starting with the books of 
Tafsir (exegesis), with Ibn Kathir's Tafsir being his favorite, 
which he read multiple times, then he delved into "In the Shade 
of the Qur'an,” until he began writing on "In the Shade of the 
Shades." He also studied Hadith, with the two Sahihs (authentic 
collections) being the most important to him, as he would 
alternate between them, and he explored the books of 
jurisprudence in general, being particularly fond of the works of 
Imam al-Shawkani, especially "Nail al-Awtar." He was also 
dedicated to the jurisprudence of jihad, reading "Mashaariq al- 
Ashwaq" more than three times, and he paid great attention to 
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books of biography and history, especially the book "Al-Bidaya 
wa al-Nihaya," which he read six times. As for books on 
language and literature, the list 1s extensive; it is his field and 
his arena. The Sheikh read most literary works such as "Al- 
Bayan wa al-Tabyeen," "Al-Agd al-Fareed," and others. He read 
the anthologies of Arab poetry like the Mu'allagat and their 
commentaries, memorizing many of their poems. I believe he 
has thoroughly memorized the Diwan of Al-Mutanabbi, and he 
said about Al-Mutanabbi: "I see him as the most eloquent of the 
Arabs in both the pre-Islamic and Islamic eras." In grammar, he 
studied "Al-Ajurumiyyah," then "Qatr al-Nada," and then 
"Alfiyyah Ibn Malik." As for lexicographical works, he explored 
"Lisan al-Arab" by Ibn Manzur and others. 


The Sheikh gained his knowledge not only from the pages of 
books but also from the wisdom of great scholars. He studied 
under various teachers in the Levant. During a time when Syria 
was under oppressive rule and security was tight, the Sheikh, 
may Allah accept him, and his fellow students would secretly 
meet in homes for lessons, gathering regularly for several years. 
Eventually, Allah blessed the Sheikh with the chance to travel to 
Irag, where he continued his education and learned from 
esteemed scholars. Among the most notable figures he learned 
from were: 


1 - Sheikh Abu Anas Al-Shami, may Allah accept him, who the 
Sheikh accompanied and greatly benefited from. The Sheikh 
honored him in a couplet: 
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“In our Levant, the Lion of Iraq, Abu Anas *** with a wit that 
eases sorrow and brings joy. 


In knowledge, he is a vast ocean; in battles, a strategist *** a 
master of Hadith, and a political genius.” 


2 - Sheikh Abu Maysarah Al-Ghareeb, may Allah accept him, 
who the Sheikh spent time with both in captivity and freedom, 
learning from him. 


3- The Commander of the Faithful, Abu Bakr Al-Baghdadi, may 
Allah accept him, under whom the Sheikh memorized the entire 
Quran, leading the prince to remark: "I have never seen 
anyone memorize like him, except for this other person!” 


Seek knowledge only from the masters *** for with 
knowledge we thrive and for our souls, we sacrifice. 


As for the ignorant, avoid their gatherings *** for he is lost 
who seeks guidance from the blind.” 


Due to his limited time, the Sheikh primarily expressed his 
thoughts in verse. Some of his most significant works, both 
poetic and prose, include: 


1 - A text discussing the jurisprudence of jihad and its various 
issues. 

2 - A poem on the jurisprudence of jihad, which was 
unfortunately taken from him by American forces during his 
captivity. 
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3 - The Golden Chain of Heart Actions, a poem focusing on the 
actions of the heart and related concepts. 

4 - A guide for Quran memorizers, which offers advice on 
various issues relevant to those who memorize the Holy Book. 

5 - A poem reflecting on the Second Battle of Fallujah, featuring 
over two hundred lines. 

6 - A poem titled "The Oaedist”, which serves as a proud 
response to critics of the first “Qaeda”. 


The Sheikh was deeply committed to education and teaching, 
particularly for those engaged in jihad for the sake of Allah. 
There were times when he held as many as fourteen lessons in a 
single day and night. His dedication focused on imparting 
Islamic knowledge broadly, with a special emphasis on creed, 
the Quran, language, and the jurisprudence of jihad. 

In terms of creed, he taught many foundational texts on 
monotheism, including: 

1 - The Three Principles. 

2 - The Four Rules. 

3-The conditions and nullifiers of the testimony that there is no 
god but Allah. 

4-He also focused on teaching the issues of faith and disbelief 
and what relates to these critical topics. 

As for the Quran, he held sessions for correcting recitation and 
memorization, and he was keen on teaching those who do not 
know how to read and write more than others. Regarding 
language, in addition to teaching the text of: 
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5- Al-Ajurumiyyah, 

the Sheikh, may Allah have mercy on him, had a special method 
for teaching grammar in six stages that he learned from some 
who benefited from them. As for the jurisprudence of jihad, he 
studied his book on the jurisprudence of jihad and its issues. 

6 - Al-‘Umdah in Preparing the Means. 

And other books and texts. 


When he said,he left no statement unaddressedand "" his 
tongue did not falter over idle talk 


The tongue is directed by speech when it is inclined *** and it 
looks at its sides like the gaze of a falcon 


The Sheikh began his involvement in organized jihadist 
activities at the start of the 2000s, where he pledged allegiance 
to Sheikh Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, may Allah accept him, in 
Syria, alongside thirty-five others. They initiated preparations to 
fight against the Nusayri regime before the American invasion 
of Irag. Once the American occupation began, he traveled to 
Iraq, where he was welcomed by Sheikh Abu Muhammad al- 
Lebnani, may he rest in peace. The Sheikh held several 
significant positions, including: 

1 - Trainer at the Haditha camp during the era of Tawhid and 
Jihad. 

2 - Emir of Haditha, appointed by Sheikh Abu Musab al- 
Zarqawi, may Allah have mercy on him. 

3 - Trainer at the Al-Jazeera camp. 

4 - Islamic legal official for the western sector in Anbar. 
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5 - Official spokesperson for the Islamic State of Iraq. 
6 - Official spokesperson for the Islamic State in Iraq and Syria. 
7 - Official spokesperson for the Caliphate State. 


The path of monotheism and jihad is one fraught with trials and 
tribulations, and those who tread it are not safe from being 
broken, amputated, or captured. However, the victorious one is 
the one who remains steadfast and patient. As it is said: "He 
who does not have a burning beginning will not have a 
shining end." Sheikh Abu Muhammad al-Adnani, may Allah 
protect him, is but one of the sons of this path who has suffered 
for the sake of Allah; we consider him, and Allah is his reckoner. 
Among what he endured in this regard: 1 - He was summoned 
by the state security apparatus of the Nusayris several times in 
his youth and was interrogated. 2 - He was arrested by the 
Nusayris three times on the grounds of his advocacy and jihad, 
one of which was in Al-Bukamal while he was heading to Iraq 
for the first time, and he spent months in their prison until he 
was released due to his refusal to confess to anything despite the 
torture he endured. 3 - He was imprisoned in American jails 
twice, spending nearly six years in one of his imprisonments, 
where he was placed in the tent of the Zarqawis, which included 
prominent figures known as the first-line fighters around Sheikh 
Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, may Allah have mercy on him. 
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They said “You have been imprisoned” and | said it does not 
harm me ** my imprisonment, and what sword does not 
sheathe 


Or have you not seen the lion accustomed to his lair***proud, 
while the rabble of the beasts roam 


He was injured in many places on his body, and some of his 
bones shattered for the sake of Allah, the Exalted. 


So when arrows struck me *** | became like arrows breaking 
upon arrows 


And it became easy so I do not care about calamities *** for | 
have not benefited from caring. 


in The Sheikh, may Allah have mercy on him, had impactful 
stances his scholarly(da'wah), and jihadist life, some of which I 
choose to share: 

1. In his first sitting in a Quran recitation circle, the Sheikh felt 
that he would be the best reader among his peers, as reading was 
a hobby for him! When it was his turn to read, he made a 
mistake in pronunciation, and the reciter corrected him. This 
affected the Sheikh deeply and he admired it, to the point that he 
insisted on mastering the Quran in both recitation and 
memorization, and this became his starting point. 


2- During the recitation lesson, he came across the saying of 
Allah: (And whoever does not judge by what Allah has 
revealed - then it is those who are the disbelievers) a-maidah: 44). 
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This verse shook the Sheikh to his core, and he said to one of his 
fellow students: 


"What are the sources of the Syrian constitution?" The 
other answered him, then he asked: "What is the legislative 
authority?" The other answered, then he asked: "What is the 
judicial... executive authority?" All this while his companion 
answered him with what he learned in school, the Sheikh said: 
"O so-and-so, this means our entire government is 
disbelieving," to which his companion replied: "Peace be upon 
you," and fled from him. This was the Sheikh's starting point in 
researching such matters. 


3-On one occasion, when he was summoned by the intelligence 
of the Nusayris in his youth, a soldier of the tyrant asked him: 
"Why do you keep your beard?" The Sheikh replied: 
"Because I read several hadiths from the Prophet, peace be 
upon him, encouraging that." The tyrant's soldier said: "So 
these hadiths have only been seen by you?!". He also 
commented on the shortening of the garment, then the soldier 
said to him: "Why do you move your finger during the 
Tashahhud?", and the Sheikh sometimes did that. He replied 
by narrating what he memorized about that from the Messenger 
of Allah, peace be upon him. The soldier said: “The problem is 
that you do this at night" - and he pointed with his index 
finger as a sign of monotheism, "and during the day you do 
this" - and he pointed with his index finger as a gesture of 
pulling the trigger”. 
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The Sheikh said: "That wicked one incited me to jihadist action 
without me realizing it!" 


3- One day, he went out in Iraq with three brothers to ambush . 
Their plot was discovered and they were chased by the apostates 
for about eight kilometers by car, until they had an accident due 
to speeding, and two of them were captured. The Sheikh got out 
and Abu Bakr al-Kuwaiti was behind him, so they barricaded 
themselves behind a rock and clashed with the apostates from 
nine in the morning until twelve o'clock. During this clash, they 
withdrew for a distance of three kilometers in the desert until 
they descended into a valley. At that point, the apostates 
withdrew after informing the Americans that there was a 
terrorist secret in the valley. The Americans then came with a 
convoy consisting of twenty-three vehicles - including tanks and 
armored vehicles, and six planes. The Americans began firing 
two missiles, killing Abu Bakr al-Kuwaiti right in front of the 
Sheikh's eyes. The Sheikh was seriously injured, but he did not 
lay down his weapon, and continued fighting them while his 
wounds were gushing with blood until he ran out of 
ammunition. He was captured in the afternoon, and the clock 
hand was pointing to a quarter past four. To Allah belongs the 
matter before and after. 


Allah Almighty bestowed upon the Sheikh great matters during 
his scientific, missionary, and jihadist journey, including that he: 
1 - Memorized Surah Al-Ma'idah completely in just one day. 
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2 - Was the first to initiate jihadist action in Haditha along with 
thirteen others, until Haditha became independent at their hands. 


3 - When he became the emir of Haditha, Sheikh Abu Umar al- 
Baghdadi, may Allah have mercy on him, was under his 
command, and Sheikh al-Adnani would consult him at that time, 
saying: "This man will have significance!" 


4 - Was the last to withdraw from the city of Fallujah during the 
Second Battle of Fallujah, along with Sheikh Abu Hamza al- 
Muhajir, Abu al-Ghadiah, Abu al-Rabi', and Abu Ja'far al- 
Magdisi, and Abu Aasim al-Urduni. 


5 - Occasionally held poetry competitions between him and 
Sheikh Abu Hamza al-Muhajir, where they would spend long 
hours. 


6 - He had a level of favor and status with Sheikh Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi, may Allah have mercy on him, that only Allah 
knows, including that the emir of the martyrs said to him: "Do 
not consult me, just inform me." 


A number of students graduated under him who later held 
significant positions in the Islamic State, including Sheikh 
Munaf al-Rawi, may Allah have mercy on him. He was the first 
to establish a comprehensive program for prisoners, covering all 
legal, physical, and military aspects. The youth then emulated 
him in all departments.
